The linseed oil market is quiet and quoted at 
55@56c, although the latter figure is generally 
realized for jobbing parcels. 

The improvement in crude cottonseed oil is 
well maintained. There has been no further 
appreciation offvalues since our last issue, but 
the few holders of prime gra‘es are in position 
todictate prices. A concentration of stocks 
has been gradually going on, until two or three 
parties are now the principal holders. An anx- 
ious buyer would have to pay 36c fora prime 
article. Foralower grade 34c is asked. The 
quality of crade now offering on the market as 
prime, isonly a fair grade «f oil. There have 
been no sales of importance. Sellers are not 
pressing stocks and matters are resting ona 
quiet basis. 

Refined cottonseed oil is a littleoff. The 
firmer feeling noted on Wednesday bas given 
place to an easier tendency, and although sell- 
ers were asking 42@42}¢c for prime grades of 
summer yellow, it is said round lots can be 
bought for 4lc. If a holder manifests any 
anxiety to sell, he may have to accept 4lc or a 
shade less, but a “stiff upper lip’’ will insure 
better prices.

Mineral Oils. 
An improvement in general trade is reported 


in mineral oil circles. The market remains in 
the same position and in the limited space at 
our command, will only; give a short review. 
Parafine oils are commanding full prices,yname- 
ly,12344@13c for 25 gravity, 14@15c for 23% and 24 
gravity and 9c for 28 gravity. The business of 
the week has been done on this basis for a good 
quality of oil. 

Neutral filtered oils have no new feature. 
Trade is still dull and prices are being 
weighed in an easy balance. Buyers are favor- 
ed most in the class of oils seldom called 
for, but for strictly bloomless grades 
of 34 and 37 gravities, full figures are asked, but 
not always received. The movement is princi- 
pally in jobbing lots for immediate wants. 
There is no scarcity, and jobbers and consum- 
ers are not inclined to stock up when small lots 
can be purchased on nearly the same basis as 
larger quantities. 

Cylinder stocks have a moderate movement 
in the line of light filtered grades,which are the 
best property on the list to-day, so far as de- 
mand is concerned. The usual quotations of 19@ 
24c are named according to test. The light stock 
places manufacturersin a position to dictate 
prices. Dark filtered stock can be bought all 
the way from 13 to 2c, according to quality, 
and dark steam refined 10 to 22c, 

Black summer reduced oils are still to be 
quoted at 6}44@7}éc, with the general market at 
644c, at which price several hundred bbls have 
changed hands. So far as learned, no effort has 
been made to advance values, although the out- 
look is encouraging in that direction. Buyers 
are expecting a movement Of that kind by ob- 
serving the course of the crude oil market, and 
future wants are being supplied. Very little 
business is doing in cold test grades,

FRIDAY EVENING, Aug. 8, 1884. 
The market is without feature except in 
quinine which, as noted below, bas been very 
much excited and is unsettled in values. Opium 
has declined a little and is rather easy at the 
close. Other goods show no notable features 
other than as are recorded in our review. 


Opium. 

The market is easier abroad, the sterling quo- 
tation being down to 12s 1d, equal to about 
$405 duty paid here. Our market is down to 
about that basis and even ashade lower will 
buy, $4 being quoted in case lots by some hold- 
ers. The market is quiet, transactions being 
restricted to jobbing parcels with buyers hold- 
ing off as is usual when the market shows a 
downward tendency. 

Morphine is steady at. $3 40 from manufactur- 
ers, while $3 30 has been accepted by outside 
hands.

At no time in many years, with the possible 
exception of the few days following the burn- 
ing of Messrs. Powers & Weightman’s factory, 
has there been such excitement in quinine as 
has prevai'ed since our Wednesday’s issue. On 
that day the surprising announcement was 
received by cable that the Milan factory corpo- 
ration, known as the Fabrica Lombarda, had 
suspended payment. In so far as we can learn 
no one in the trade was prepared for this an- 
nouncement, nor was anyone looking for the 
announcement cabled this morning that a 
meeting had been called of the creditors of ©. 
G. Meyer & Co., the heavy London bark mer- 
chants who had also suspended on Thursday. 











It was generally thought when the announce- 





ment of the Milan failure was received that it 
was the result of losses sustained through the 
low price of quinine, and while the first effect 
of the failure must be to depress prices, there 
was a feeling that this would be but temporary 


and that the failure would prove an 
incentive to higher and more remunera- 
tive values. The Meyer failure has 


proved more decidedly depressing as it 
has been feared that it might lead to quantities 
of bark being thrown upon the market, with 
the effect ef causing a break in prices, in w ich 
quinine would sympathise. Of course very lit- 
tle is known here as yet, in fact the foreigners 
have maintained a reticence which has been 
surprising. It is known that Mr. Alexander 
Boehringer, director of the Milan factory has 
accepted the managing directorship of the 
Mannheim Chemical Factory, a corporation 
entirely distinct from the Mannheim Qui: ire 
factory, but it is not known whether he has 
withdrawn entirely from the Milan factory or 
whether bis withdrawal precipitated the failure 
of that factory. or was a consequence of its 
approaching failure. There is also the utmort 
uncertainty as to what the connectin is 
between the failure of the Milan factory 
and that of Meyer. It was known some time 
since that large sales of bark had been made by 
Milan fac- 


Meyer presumably to the 
tory in conjunction with an Americ:no 
buyer. The price was private bu it 


was understood to be at a high figure as cou- 
pared with the price which the foreign facto- 
ries were able to obtain for their product. It 8 
understood that Mr. Boehringer’s management 
of the Milan factory, and the extensive opcra- 
tions he has undertakep, have been too heavy 
a burden tor the corporation, and that in an 
effort to control the market, or even in compe- 
tition with the smaller factories at the losing 
prices that have been ruling, the losses on the 
enormous business of the Milan works have 
been greater than the concern could stand. It 
is quite reasonable to suppose that the Milan 
factory may have been owing Meyer & Co. 
heavily and that the latter were forced to sus- 
pend in consequence, but as yet this is mere 
supposition. Meyer & Co. were the originators 
of the bark syndicate which has been famous 
during the past year and have been only par- 
tially successful in some undertakings looking 
to the control of the bark market, which in- 
volved very heavy investments. What will 
be the effect of their failure cannot be determ- 
ined until it is known how much bark of their 
own they hold. They are known to have 
held large amounts of South American bark on 
consignment, the shippers of which bave been 
unwilling sellers at present prices, as is shown 
by the small sales at auction during the last six 
months. The large shippers are undoubtedly 
able to hold their bark out of the market as 
long as may be necessary, and it is fair to pre- 
sume that Meyer & Co.’s creditors will not be 
so short-sighted as to allow any bark the firm 
may own to be thrown upon the market, hence 
there would seem to be but iittle danger of the 
market being depressed by any considerable 
quantity of bark just at thistime. Unless this 
should happen there appears to be no reason 
why quinine should decline, except under the 
temporarily depressing effects which always 
attend any commercial disaster of this sort, 
though operators in quinine will carefully 
watch the course of the bark market for some 
time to come, until it is definitely understood 
whether it has been receiving the artifi- 
cial support of Meyer & Co. The Milan 
factory, we learn by to-day’s cables, has been 
granted an extension by the Italtian Natioua} 
Bank, and it will probably resume operations, 
but it is unlikely that its management will per- 
mit a loss and it is not expected to prove a de- 
pressing influence unless barks go lower. Offers 
of quinine were made at London to day pre- 
sumably on account of Meyer & Co., who held 
a considerable quantity at 3s 9d, equal to 
about 90c here and is understood that there 
were some sales on American account. Our 
market is of course very much unsettled, 
and quotations from agents are purely 
nominal. We hear of sales from out- 
side hands of a not very favoratly known 
brand at $1, while for good brands $1 0214 has 
been accepted. There could be further pur- 
chases made at $1, and that figure has been bid 
for large blocks of the best brands without find- 
ing sellers. Domestic is unchanged and man- 
ufacturers are apparently awaiting further 
developments.
